Yesterday’s dispatches tell of a partial 
mutiny of American soldiers at Archangel, 
in northern Russia, who objected most 
strenuously to going to the front and 
“fighting against the Bolshevik forces. Not 
that they are Bolshevik. in sentiment, or 
anything of that kind, but simply because 
they cannot understand why they are held 
up in that frozen and God-forsaken coun- 
try to fight Russians of any kind, when 
the United States is not at war with Rus- 
sia, and they have had na word from their 
government at Washington as to why 
they should not be allowed to come homy 
now that the Germans gre whipped whom 
they enlisted to whip. 

The soldiers are right—not 
mutining disobeying

against any people upon whom no war 
has been declared by their country, and 
also right in watning to come back to 
their bomes and families now that the war 
with Germany and the Central Powers has 
been declared to be over.

harrowing statements. The letter tells of 
the untold hardships, the dangers and the 
frightful suffering the American boys are 
subject to. It tells of their fighting in 
the snow with the temperature 32 de- 
grees below zero, of wounded falling in 
their tracks and freezing to death, of poor 
rations, lack of clothing and the unwar- 
ranted harshness of their British com- 
manders, 

The News has come to the deliberate 
conclusion, after study of the matter, that 
our eountry, and the Allies, too, for that 
matter, should get out of Russia and leave 
that country to settle its own internal 
troubles. We do not interfere in Mexico; 
then why should we in Russia? The ter- 
rorism there is bad, of course, but it will 
die out of its own sake if let alone, just 
as the same kind of trouble died out in 
Franee over a hundred years ago. 

The mass of Russians, like the mass of 
other people, desire most of all to lead 
comfortable lives in security. At the pres- 
ent moment this is just what they are nut 
allowed to do by those who proclaim they 
are acting for their benefit. At the pres- 
ent moment the Russian farmer is plowing 
up just sufficient land for his own needs, 
and concealing the scanty produce: for his 
own sustenance. But the Russian farmer 
wants, like any other farmer, to grow all 
the corn he can and sell it in the best 
market, At the present moment the Rus- 
sian manufacturer is abandoning his 
works in despair—unless he is obliged to 
manage them at the muzzle of a rifle.. It 
is scarcely probable that he enjoys this. 
At the present time the Russian working- 
man is enlisting in the Red Guard—be- 
cause only in the Red Guard is he assured 
of a meal. It cannot be supposed that he, 
either, enjoys this and prefers to. purchase 
his food at the cost of a possible bullet. 
He has no interest in Finland, Lithuania, 
the Murmansk Coast or any other place 
that outweighs his interest in the town 
where his hungry family are longing for 
his return to remunerative employment. 

In the long run farmer, manufacturer 
and workingman will surely combine. to 
put an end to the nightmare. Once they 
combine, once they have thoroughly de- 
cided, as all classes in Franee decided in 
1795, ‘that a Terrorist regime is no longer 
endurable--then the Bolshevists will ‘dis- 
appear’ with ‘startling suddenness.

QR PUBLIC GONTROL OF MONEY 


Public Control of Public Utilities Has Nation-Wide Endorsement, and 
| the Medium of Exchange, Being the Most Important of all Pub- 
lic Utilities, Should Likewise be Publicly, Instead of Privately 
and Oftwmes Secretly Controlled, Mr. Cutting Alleges and 


Herewith Attempts to Prove. 


THE SHIELD OF LIBERTY 

The medium of exchange is .a public 
utility the same as the railroad only it is 
much more important. It is by far the 
greatest public utility and so long as it is 
privately controlled the body politic will 
suffer from the same evils as it did under 
the private contro] of the railroads only 
in ah exaggerated form. 

While money has always been looked 
upon as something sacred it really is noth- 
ing but a utility which all are compelled 
to use under our social system. When we 


“reflect that 95% of our medium of ex- 


change is bank credit: which is nothing 
more nor less than the bankers’ promise 
to pay, then we know that money is neith- 
er value nor wealth, but that it is simply 
the measure of value and the utility or 
medium, by the use of which wealth and 
services are transferred from one owner 
to another. 

It is used to change the ownership of 
goods the same as the railroad is used to 
change the location of goods and because 
the use of it is absolutely necessary to 
every member of the community in order 
to live and prosper and to be happy is it 
not perfectly evident that if any private 
institution controls 95% of it that that in- 
stitution controls the same percentage of 
the prosperity and happiness of the whole 
community? In order then for us to have 
any decree of liberty or any kind of an 
equal opportunity which the Declaration 
of Independence guarantees as the foun- 
dation of our government, this greatest of 
all public utilities must be publicly con- 
trolled. 


The system here suggested gives a prac- 
tical and safe plan of accomplishing this 
public control without disturbing business 
and without encountering government red 
tape, graft or incompetency. 

The extent of the benefits of the pro- 
posed system is not apparent at first 
glance, even to the careful student. But a 
vision of thé magnitude of the benefit to 
be derived will come slowly, but none the 
less surely, to every intelligent thinker. 

For purposes of presentation it is best 
to consider this remedy as applied to the 
national banking ‘system, because — state 
banks are really defying our federal Con- 
stitution. 

The idea here is to present a workable 
general plan with only enough detail to 
show that the problem has been solved, 
which will also show the reason why the 
wrath of the interests has descended on 
the head of the writer. 

It is suggested to control the issuance of 
bank credit through two government com- 
missions to be known as the security com- 
mission and the loan commission, a plan 
for both of which is a matter of: detail 
which Has been worked out so that polili- 
eal graft or personal friendships cannot 
affect its working but which is of no in- 
terest here. 

The foremost duty of the security com- 
mission, as its name signifies, would be to 
establish the valuation on all property 
within the district which is presented for 
security, and to keep careful and accurate 
statistics of the business record of every 
individual, partnership, corporation, or 
firm doing business within its district. 

In doing this, the commission would 
finally procure and keep a complete record 
of all property both real and personal on 
which taxes are collected, thereby dispens- 
ing with the necessity for assessors. The 
mercantile agencies, such as Dun and 
Bradstreet, should be taken over by this 
commission and their records extended 
until they contained an up-to-date business 
record of every man or firm who enters 
the commercial field. This one thing 
alone would be a great spur to business 
success and fidelity, and a wonderful 
brake on dishonesty and chicanery. It 
would protect the people from all kinds 
of crooks and confidence men, who now 
operate freely and with little restraint. 
These records being complete and accu- 
rate would make a deliberately crooked 
act practically business suicide, which it 
should be, while a good record would be 
a real asset. 

Fire insurance records ‘would’ also‘ have 
to be kept. reports: being made: by..the in- 


—* tenia dat pt Peat BCT AR 


surance companies of all policies issued 
or cancelled which were effective within 
the district and when a policy becomes a 
claim there should be no way for the com- 
pany to wiggle out. It should be paid. 

The commission would devise and furn- 
ish proper foftms known as security certi- 
ficates, on which security valuations could 
be made on demand by the owner of prop- 
erty and furnished upon the payment’ of 
the required fee. 

Any person or property owner being 
dissatisfied with his record or the valua- 
tion given him on his property might have 
his grievance settled in the following man- 
ner: 


On a blank form provided for that pur- 
pose the dissatisf.ed person would state 
in writing his reasons for objecting to the 
record given, or to the appraisement as 
made, filing this complaint with the head 
of the proper department. The complaint 
would then be answered in writing in its 
regular order and without delay by the 
head of the department. If the com- 
plainant was still dissatisfied, he might 
appeal to the whole commission. When 
such appeal was made it should be heard 
without delay by not less than a majority 
of the commission sitting as a court. Eyvi- 
dence might be presented, and for that 
purpose witnesses summoned. Should the 
verdict still be unsatisfactory to the com- 
plainant he might appeal still further. 
The head of the department of the com- 
mission first hearing the complaint, or a 
member designated by the commission for 
the purpose, acting as judge,. would sum. 
‘mons a jury of twelve men or less as 

agreed. The jurymen should be summon- 
ed and selected under the same rules as 


for a court jury, except that they should, 


be summoned with reference particularly’ 
to their spegial knowledge or ownership 
of the kind of property or security in 
question. The decision of this jury 
would be final, but the whole record 
would go to the loan commission if the 
party applied for a loan. All expenses of 
the appeal would be borne by the plaintiff. 

This public commission could do away 
with private appraisements for all pur- 
poses, except insofar as a bank might 
havea private appraisement made for its 
own satisfaction, but such appraisements 
should not be made at the expense of 
the borrower, either directly or indirectly. 

The directors of the Federal Reserve 
bank could become the loan commission, 


and their appointment could be similar ~ 


to the present method. The duties of the 
loan commission would be to perform the 
present functions of the directors of the 
Federal Reserve bank as set forth in the 
Federal Reserve act, which can be adapted 
to this proposed financial system with but 
few changes, to have full charge of and 
control over all clearing house operations 
within the district; to set the percentage 
of the loan to the value of the security on 
all applications for loans; to record and 
send notification daily to all banks with- 


in the district of all approved applica- ° 


tions for loans and not placed by request 
of the borrower with a certain bank; to 


‘receive and settle all complaints regard- 


ing loans; to approve before consummia- 
tion all purchases of stocks, bonds, and 
other securities by banks, trust compan- 
ies, and insurance companies; to promul- 
gate and publish, with the consent and 
approval of the Federal Reserve board, 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with law, for the uniform operation of all 
commissions. 

Generally all applications for loans 
would have to be accompanied by a surety 
certificate and a character certificate 
from the security commission, and wonld 
be passed upon by the loan commission 
before being considered by the banks. 


‘Small. loans could be made on character 


certificates without security, and where 
the credit of the borrower is well estab- 
lished unsecured paper could be accepted 
by the banks under certain rules without 
the formal application to the commission. 
Notice of this would be given to: hoth 
ommissions, so that no concern would be 
pérmiitted to go heyond a safe ‘limit of 
credit. ; 


Any applicant for a loan being dissat- 
isfied with the action of ‘the loan commis- 
sion could appeal somewhat in the. same 
manner as with the security commission. 

A law governing the banks would be 
necessary to the effect that no bank 
could lend money except ona certificate’ 
from the security ‘commission’: approved 
by the loan commission governing the 
distriet in which the bank is lotated. | 

It is not suggested that the use of bank 
credit be either curtailed or enlarged; nor 
is it suggested that any new kind of 
money be introduced, or new financial in- 
stitutions be erected, or that any change 
be made in the present ‘method of doing”
